NEW YORK, (AP) - There is 


no parallel in American history to 
the cold-blooded massacre of some 
6,500 U. S. prisoners of war by 
the Communists in Korea. 


Assuming that the current offi- 


cial investigation bears out the 


fo report of Col. James M. Hanley, 
™ chief of the advocate section of 


the Eighth army, then: 


It is by far the greatest, atroc- 


ity committed against our nation 
•ince its founding: 


Human Rights Violated 


It negates the principles upon 


which our republic is built—the 
value of the individual and hu- 
man rights 


In the seven-year struggle to 


^achieve American independence 
*thc U. S. army 
estimates "at 


least 4,044 American soldiers were 
killed" in battle. 


Yet in less than a year-and-a- 


half of the "police action" in Ko- 
rea the enemy has murdered in 
cold blood more than 5,500 cap- 
tured and defenseless American 
troops. They have murdered more 
Americans than died to make us a 
free people. 


.jk The figure is almost too shock- 


ing to comprehend. For these out- 
right murders of our men are on- 
ly, a small fraction of our total 
Korean casualties—now at the 
100,000 mark.

And the murders of our men

Red Spokesman 
Would Outlaw 
Atomic Arms 
Plan Would Take 
Place of Truman's 
Peace Suggestion 


PARIS — (AP) — Sovie 


Foreign Minister Andrei Y 
Vishinsky laid a new four 
point disarmament plan be 
fore the United Nations as 
sembly today, including a call 
for absolute prohibition of 
the atomic weapon.

The Soviet prqjposals- submitted 


today, made no mention of the dis- 
armament conference; which Vish- 
insky suggested la»t week and 
appeared to put the question" of 
disarmament back in the hands 
of the UN where the west has 
insisted it belongs.' 


Vishinsky claimed that his first 


spech last week was merely "some 
cursory remarks" and admitted 
that at the time he had not care- 
fully scrutinized the plan which 
calls for an arms census including 
atomic weapons. 


Referring to his earlier state- 


ment that he had not been able 
to sleep for laughing after hear- 
ing the American plan outlined 
he said mildly "we may or may 
not refer to that again." 


Vishinsky said that now, after 


carefully analyzing the proposals 
submitted by the United States, 
Britain and France, he was posi- 
tive it "did not fill^the bill" be-

cifically demanded an industry- 
wide union shop, productivity 
bonus, servance pay, improved 
vacations, premium pay for week- 
end working hours, and a guar- 
anteed annual wage.

Truman Says

' KEY WEST, Fla.—(AP)—Pres 
ident Truman plans to fight for 
his entire "fair deal" program— 
civil rights proposals and all— 
both within his own Democratic 
party as well as against his Re- 
publican opponents. 


And regardless of who runs for- 


president on the Democratic ticket, 
whether it's Truman himself or 
"someone else, the chief executive 
made it crystal clear yesterday 
that he has no thought of giving 
up control of the Democratic 
party. 


In Fighting Mood 


In words that came with a fight- 


ing mood, the president put it 
bluntly that he is going to see to 
it that his "fair deal" demands be 
given a place in the Democrats' 
platform. 


Four years ago the president 


lost four southern states by' his 
firm adherence to these sharply 
controversial rights proposals. 


His insistence yesterday that 


his "fair deal" program be incor- 
porated into his party's platform 
for the 1952 race shaped up as aa 
obvious challenge to such leaders 
of the anti-Truman forces as Gov. 
James F. Byrnes of South Caro- 


Vlina and Senator Byrd (D-Vo). 


Byrd, a stalwart in the South's 


opposition to the civil rights pro- 
gram, declared in Washington: 


New Fight Predicted 


"If the president is right in his 


forecast about the party platform, 
especially as to civil rights, it will 
touch off a bitter new fight." 


In a recent speech in Alabama, 


Byrd caustically criticized the Tru- 


~ man administration 
and urged 


<-?Dixie Democrats to "keep them- 


selves free to take what effective 
action may be necessary for our 
fundamental freedoms." 


The president's views were ex- 


pressed at an ocean-front news 
conference. 


He went so far in speaking of 


his "fair deal" program as to say 
he would guarantee that it will be 
a part of the Democratic platform. 


A Associates of the president, who 


is vacationing at Key West, Fla., 
*ay he is convinced that he not 
only will direct the writing of the 
party platform, but also the nom- 
ination of his own candidate, if 
he himself steps out of the race.

Writing the state of the union

Predict New Cuts in Scarce 
Metals To Be Worst to Come 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Pro- 


duction officials predicted today 
Jiat new cuts ordered in civilian 
use of scarce metals after Jan. 
1 represent the worst that will be- 
Tall industry and consumers. 


The national production author- 


ity (NPA) announced last night 
that the auto-truck industry will 
be allotted only 60 per cent of 
the steel plate needed to meet 
scheduled production of 930,000 
cars and 24,000 trucks during 
January, February and March. 


This could mean an ultimate 


rise in price ceilings on cars and 
trucks. NPA administrator Manly 
Fleischmann asked the industry to 
make up the plate shortage by 
using a more expensive but less 
critical form called "conversion 
steel." 


To Get Less Copper 


NPA also announced last night 


that manufacturers of "less es- 
sential" consumer goods will get 
an average of only 10 per cent of 
copper, 20 per cent of aliminum 
and 50 per cent of steel, as com- 
pared with their pre-Korea usage.

tailed items are sporting goods, 
lamps, Venetian blinds, springs and 
mattresses, dolls, toys and games, 
cigarette lighters, Christmas deco-

Officials said the new curbs, 


which apply to metal allocations 
for the first quarter of next year 
but probably wil continue until 
July 1, may cause some business 
casualties. 


But Henry H. Fowler, deputy 


NPA administrator, told reporters 
that even the rock-bottom alloca- 
tions of copper and aluminum will 
give firms which rely on those 
metals at least a "fighting chance 
for survival."

120 cities at which business men, 
military purchasing officers and 
prime contractors will attempt-to 
work out methods of placing more 
defense contracts and -sub-con- 
tracts in plants which haxe excess 
capacity because of the materials 
shortages.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Hope for Best-Prepare for Worst 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


What sort of temperament do 
ou have at the bridge table? 
Jo you take it for granted that 
uits will break pretty well for 
ou and that finesses will work? 
Or do you expect bad suit breaks 
and all finesses offside? 


At the risk of sounding like a 
toy Scout, I must point out that 
the best style at bndge is to hope 
or the best but to be prepared 
or the worst With that in mind, 
ow would you play the hand 
shown today? 


When the hand actually came 


along in a rubber bridge game at 
he Mayfair Bridge club in New 
Tork recently, declarer was a 
riendly optimistic sort of fellow. 
This was not the hand for lus 
emperament 
He won the opening heart lead 


with the king, finessed the queen 


if diamonds, and then laid down 
he ace of diamonds from the 
dummy. East discarded a club, 
and South saw that there was 
irery little future in diamonds. 


After some thought, and per- 


laps a twinge of regret, declarer 
aid down the ace and queen of 
spades from the dummy and re- 
turned to his hand with the ace 
of hearts to cash the king of 
spades. All would have been well 
t spades had broken 3-3, but this 
also failed. South couldn't get 
another trick if he stood on his 
head, so the opponents cheerfully 
scored 200 points. 


South could have made his con- 


tract, of course, as you've prob- 
ably noticed. Do you see how? 


South wins the first trick with 


the king of hearts and success- 
fully finesses the queen of dia- 
monds. Then he should cash the 
ace and queen of spades. Next he 
leads a low diamond from the 
dummy and puts up the jack from 
his own hand. 


K West takes the trick, South 


regains the lead with the ace ol 
hearts (whether or not the de- 
fenders take two clubs in the 
meantime), cashes the 
king of 


spades, and then finesses through 
West's ten of diamonds to make 
the rest of dummy's long suit 
South makes three spades, two 
hearts and four diamonds. 


If West refuses the jack of dia- 


monds (to shut 
out dummy's 


suit. South lays down the king o: 
spades and gives East a spade 
trick.

toic1 infection, some differences in 
opinion as to how it should be 
treated are not unusual. That is 
particularly true today in view of

sulfa 


drugs and penicillin and its rela- 
tives. 


Mastoioitis 
usually 
develops 


from the spread of infection from 
the middle ear which is a small 
cavity lying just behind the drum 
membrane. 
When there is pus 


under pressure in the middle ear, 
the infection may spread to the 
ait cells of the mastoid bone ly- 
ing back of the outer ear. 


In acute mastoiditis, the synv 


toms come principally from pres- 
sure of the infection and pus 
within the air cells. The mas- 
toid process back of the ear be- 
comes painful, redness and swell- 
ing are common, and especially 
noticeable is the tenderness when 
pressure is put on the mastoid 
bone. 


Chills and fever are often prw- 


ent arid the fever may be high. 
The bearing is also somewhat im- 
paired. At the time when the 
mastoid cell, become involved, 
the amount of drainage of pus 
from tht ear (which was probably 
present before) tends to become 
much more profuse.' 
An X-ray 


picture ia often helpful in diag- 
nosing maatoiditis. 


EARLY TREATMENT 


Since the discovery of the sulfa 


drugs and penicillin, the frequen- 
cy of dangerous maatoiditis has 
dropped considerably. Many pa- 
tients with severe infections of 
the middle ear are treated at 
once with the sulfa preparations 
01 penicillin so that the mastoid 
never becomes seriously involved. 
In addition to such medication, 
early and complete drainage from 
the middle ear is of great im- 
portance. 


In the past, many mastoid in- 


fections become chronic and an 
operation was necessary. Some- 
times all that was necessary was 
a simple cut into the mastoid cell, 
to allow the pu. to escape. 


In others, a so-called radical 


operation was required which 
meant going into the mastoid 
bone and scraping out most of the 
infected cells. Thanks to the new 
germ-attacking drugs, operation 
is not necessary nearly a* often 
aa in Uic past

New regulations covering dead 


or disabled veterans and their 
survivors were announced today 
by Albert Ruggles, Lee county 
service officer of the Illinois veter- 
ans commission. 


New amendments to the federal 


missing persons act now make 
transportation at government ex- 
pense available u> lamiiies of Ko- 
rean servicemen and in Some cases 
dependents of World War n serv- 
icemen who may not have been 
eligible earlier. 


Provide Transportation 


Transportation is provided for 


depedents and effects of service- 
men offiically reported dead, in- 
jured, missing for 30 days or more, 
interned in a neutral country or 
captured by the enemy in Korean 
fighting. 
' The legislation is not confined to 
dependents of Korean servicemen, 
Ruggles emphasized, so that fam- 
ilies of World War H servicemen 
may in some cases receive travel 
reimbursement that formerly was 
not allowed. 
' For example, the new law says 
a serviceman's official death, in- 
jury, or missing status need not 
have resulted directly from mili- 
tary or naval operations. In addi- 
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tion, transportation of dependents 
or effects may now be paid to a 
destination that is not the service- 
man's official residence of record 
so long as it'is shown to be a 
"reasonable" destination. 


Cost May Be Repaid 


Cost of travel already completed 


may be repaid to dependents, and 
rejected claims can now be re-sub- 
mitted if they fall under the new 
provisions. 


Applications for travel or re- 


imbursement should be made to 
the branch of service concerned. 
Full information and help in filing 
dependents' travel claims is avail- 
able at the nearest service office 
of the Illinois Veterans Commis- 
sion. 


Under a new law, increased 


benefits have been, provided for 
certain qualified veterans of the 
Spanish American War, World 
War I, World War n and the Ko- 
rean conflict for non-service con- 
nected disabilities. 


The increased pension is avail- 


able only to certain blind and help- 
less veterans and will result in 
payments of $120 a month. The in- 
crease, however, is not an auto- 
matic increase, the Illinois Veter- 
ans commission pointed out. 


Requirements Told 


The increase in pension is pay- 


able only to those veterans who 
are, or who become helpless or 
blind to such a degree that they 
require the regular aid and at- 
tendance of another* person. 


Veterans must apply for the in- 


crease and must submit medical 
evidence to substantiate 
their 


claims. 


Information and assistance in 


making application can be obtain- 
ed at any Illinois Veterans com- 
mission 
office 
throughout 
the 


state.
